A dry high pressure system will remain over Florida, bringing sunshine and
high temperatures in the 80°"s. Minimum relative humidities in northern
Florida will be near 30%. A ridge of high pressure will linger over
southern California, Arizona, and New Mexico. This area will be partly
cloudy and very warm, with isolated thunderstorms in northern New Mexico.
Arizona will have minimum relative humidities as low as 10%. Temperatures
will range from the 70"s in the mountains to near 100 in the southwest
deserts. Minnesota and Wisconsin will have scattered showers and
thunderstorms as a cold front moves into the area. These storms will move
into northwestern Michigan by this evening. High temperatures will be in
the 50"s and 60°s.
